F«dav June 29, 1990, I received a letter ax 11:30 <un. On opening che Lester, -he letter 
contained a one sentence, anonymous note saying that the stair counselor aaraea David 
Nelson is molesting boys. 

I contacted Dick Rav regarding the situation. At 1:30 p.m. Dick Ray returned me call after 
consulting Terr/ Kilroy. At that point t received several instructions trom Ferry Kilroy, 
One was To notify camp management. I notified Bruce Reed, Lone Star Camp Director and 
David Woodman, Sawmill Camp Director and Jack Phillips, Reservation Commissioner.

The other item of instruction was to confront Mr. Nelson with the letter. At 7:20 ?.m. Jack 
Phiilios and I met with Dave Nelson. The following is a summary or that discussion: 

1 He denied che allegations ' 

2. Ke understood the reason for us talking to him paralleling the situation to a 
bomb threat that we had to follow up on. 

He knew of nobody chat would have reason co write the letter tor spue or 
otherwise.

Rusty Eczsenhouser, Lone Star Program Director, brought information to me ac about 3:30 
in che morning that a szarf member had gone to him the night jbe&re with a sioiaaon 
re yarding David Nelson. A copy oc the statement that ;he stair member named 

Lakerrom gave to Rusty is on tile at the Scout Center, me content of this 
statement was such that immediate action was required. I contacted Dick Ray and after 
consultation the following steps took piace: 

It was determined that David Nelson should be terminated immediately. At approximately 
11:50 Jack Phillips and I met David at the warehouse and toid him chat his employment had 
been terminated!, effective immediately. We went with him to his cabin to get his car keys 
and brought him back to the parking lot to get his car and then back down to his cabin 
while he packed. Nelson asked for a statement off the record on why he was being let go, 
but I told him at that time I was not able to provide that. Several staff members passed by 
whiie David was packing but there were no incidents during this time. At approximately 
2:00 or 2:30 p.m.." he left the reservation. At that time, I contacted the Division of Family 
Services and "a rep resentative by the name of Marge Reynolds came out to take a statement. 
She interviewed ^I^H aad :!SC ^ed Rusty Etzsenhouser and myself for 
information. 

Several items have happened since Nelson was terminated. He sent a number of staff 
members letters stating to the effect that he held no grudge against the reservation or me 
but he did not know why he was terminated. He also included a handwritten note on 
several of them and another occurrence, he mailed tennis bails to several staff members in 
separate packages. Other than that, i know of no contact since July 6 on the reservation. 

Also M arge Revnoids, the Division of Family Services representative, suggested that I 
concac: ^^^^^^M I ::don thirc session visitors day anc explained the 

situation to his father. His tamer was very understanding and at chat timene:; the room 
while ■■ called his father back and talked about the situation. ■■ knows that 
counseling is available if he desires it, although he has not requested it at this point. He 
has also provided a signed statement regarding the situation. A copy has been provided to 
Dick Rav.
